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PRAISE FROM A CRITIC. 
The St. Louis-Post-Dispatch, 
usually a 
severe 
critic 
of the Missouri legislature 
and oftentimes unsparing in its denuncia­ 
tion of its acts, seems now* to have under­ 
gone a change of heart and in a short edi­ 
torial resume of its work thus far in the 
present session 
gives 
it, 
at 
least, faint 
praise. 
This is so unusual that the article 
deserves reproduction, so here it is: 
. “The Missouri legislature has grown con­ 
stantly in its outlook since convening last 
January. 
It contains 
an 
unprecedented 
number of new members, 
most 
of whom 
were elected to express the protest of the 
farmers of the state against unfavorable 
economic 
conditions. 
They 
knew their 
own problems, and felt them acutely, but 
knew little about the problems or responsi­ 
bilities of the state. 
“Gathering in Jefferson City, they came 
at first under the influence of destructive 
thinkers. 
They seemed ready to send the 
state backward in many lines. The tax 
commission was to be abolished and noth­ 
ing established in its place to guide the 
state officials 
in equalizing 
taxation be­ 
tween the counties. 
The State University 
.was to be cut to the bone, and relegated to 
a rear position among American education­ 
al institutions. The road building program 
of the state was to be pulled down to a 
dirt road proposition. 
The work of the 
public service commission was to be virtu­ 
ally abandoned. Educational requirements 
in the nursing profession were to be drop­ 
ped three years. 
The state property tax 
was to be cut a third of its present figure. 
* “Due partially to lack of information by 
out-state legislators, and to lack of exper­ 
ience in dealing with St. Louis politicians, 
a number of measures harmful to St. Louis 
elections and our school system were ad­ 
vanced some distance toward passage. 
“With every week that has gone by, the 
attitude of the legislature 
has 
improved. 
The members have caught onto the legisla­ 
tive ropes, and, more important still, they 
have acquired a heightened sense of re­ 
sponsibility and a broader vision. 
“Instead of annihilating the State Uni­ 
versity, they are going to improve it. 
“Attacks on the road program have been 
thrown into the discard. 
“Although the tax commission is to be 
abolished, its work is to be carried on by 
another body, and the present tendency is 
to enlarge its functions instead of curtail­ 
ing them. 
“The decrease in state taxes now bears a 
more definite relation to the state revenues 
and expenditures. 
It 
is 
recognized that 
revenues must be provided for all state ac­ 
tivities. 
“The rural members have deciphered the 
purposes of the St. Louis politicians and 
have thrown out the election 
and 
school 
board bills. 
“Responsibility is a great educator, and 
the present members of the Missouri legis­ 
lature are standing the test, so far as it re­ 
lates to destructive measures. 
It is yet to 
be demonstrated that constructive action 
J* |E 
can be taken on certain lines of consider­ 
able importance to the state. There should 
be time enough, yet, to resurrect the pro­ 
posal to make the good road fund build 
more good 
roads— with 
accent 
on 
the 
“good’' in both instances. 
The state high­ 
way commission has made a reasonable, 
businesslike request, 
that 
roads may be 
built to suit local conditions of traffic. That 
matter should be taken up anew. 
“Finally, the legislature ought to relieve 
the overcrowded, undermanned state hos­ 
pitals and institutions. Let the money come 
from any source it may, there is no true 
economy and 
no 
true 
statesmanship in 
throwing the burden of retrenchment upon 
the unfortunates who exist by state bounty, 
or who require state 
facilities to recover 
from disease. 
There is still time to relieve 
the blot upon Missouri disclosed in the con­ 
dition of state institutions.” 


BRITAIN DRIFTING TO W ARD LABOR. 
The Bonar Law government in 
Great 
Britain has 
been 
beaten in two bye- 
elections, a fact which is quite reasonably 
interpreted in this country as a sign that 
:he pressent conservative regime is not go­ 
ng to last very long. 
The two members of 
he ministry who have been defeated are 
Sir Arthur Griffith-Boscawein, minister of 


health, and Colonel G. F. Stanley, under­ 
secretary for home 
affairs. 
The 
former 
was beaten by a labor candidate, the latter 
by a liberal, and although local conditions 
seem to have figured to a considerable ex­ 
tent in both elections it can 
hardly be 
doubted that these two setbacks for the 
present government are significant of the 
general political drift in Britain. 
Bonar Law set out to conduct in England 
somewhat the same 
sort 
of government 
that Mr. Harding undertook to conduct in 
America. 
Normalcy was his watchword, 
too, and to it he added another one— tran­ 
quility. 
He was going to make his govern­ 
ment as great a contrast to that of Lloyd 
George as Mr. Harding’s was to Mr. WH. 
son's. The British people thought that this 
was the sort of government they wanted. 
Unfortunately the British were destined to 
learn just as the Americans have learned, 
that in the world 
today 
normalcy 
and 
tranquility cannot be attained through do- 
nothing policies 
conceived and executed 
by intellectual mediocrities. 
The tremen­ 
dous problems of these times can be solved 
only by bold leadership, leadership illum­ 
inated by imagination and vision. 
Medio­ 
crity will never get us out of the hole; only 
genius can do it. 
The trouble 
in Britain 
appears to be 
mainly the unemployment situation, with 
the foreign question entering into it to a 
considerable 
extent because a revival of 
British industry evidently depends on a re­ 
vival of trade 
with the 
continent. 
The 
Bonar Law government has made little or 
no progress with either of these problems. 
In fact, they have gone from bad to worse 
because of the French move into the Ruhr, 
postponing still further 
the 
reestablish­ 
ment of Britain's profitable trade with Ger­ 
many. 
To the observer at a distance it 
looks more and more as if Britain is des­ 
tined to go through the experiment of a 
labor government. 
Labor’s 
remedies are 
likely to prove no more effectual than the 
others that have 
been 
tried, 
but 
the 
chances are that not until they have been 
tested and have failed wall Britain really 
regain her equilibrium and return to the 
two party system which is best for her.

Heavy feeding of corn to cattle, 
sheep and hogs has consumed a 
large portion of the crop. Shipments 
out of the producing county were 
slightly less than last year, being 
only 8 per cent as compared with 8 
per cent In 1922. 
Farmers have on 
hand 58,574,000 bushels compared to 
69.494.000 in March 1922. 
The amount of 
wheat 
left 
on 
farms is somewhat more, the state­ 
ment said, being 5,425,000 
bushels 
p gainst 5.232,000 bushels last 
year, 
most of which is the southern coun­ 
ties that ‘bred them selves.’* Through 
out the central and northern sections 
of the state wheat was more heavily 
shipped out, 63 per cent ociug ship­ 
ped against 57 per cent last year. 
The amount of oats for feed and 
seed is only 4,574,000 compared 
to 
15.893.000 last year. 
This is as a 
result of the small oat crop in 1922. 
The quality of oats was poor and a 
large portion of 1923 seed will be 
shipped In. 
Rough forage is plentiful, SO 
per 
cent of the 1922 hay crop remaining 
on farms, only 13 per cent of 
the 
crop was shipped out. 
White pota­ 
toes are scarce, with but 15 per cent 
of the 1922 yield in farm hands for 
food and seed.

subject! 
alone . There is no vocational train­ 
ing done in the institution, Professor 
Kuhlman reports. The only training 
the girls receive in 
in doing 
thc 
work of the institution. 
There are 
no facilities provided for instruction 
in domestic science. 
The musical 
department is greatly 
handicapped 
by the lack of a good piano. 
The 
one now at the school was presented 
to it and is now practically useless. 
The present number of inmates Is 
86. Professor Kuhlman reports. The 
total admissions fm n rho time the 
home was opened on May 13. 
191C, 
until January I, 1923, was 230. 
Of 
this number only nine have been re­ 
admitted. 
“This fact indicates 
no 
great tendency to return to the in­ 
stitution/* the report 
points 
out. 
“It is, however, Impossible to deter­ 
mine whether this number i3 an in­ 
dex to recidivism among the 
girl' 
who pass through the home, because 
the records of the institution, cov­ 
ering Its parole work are too Incom­ 
plete to determine what becomes of 
the girls after they are released,” 
the report says. 
Professor Kuhlman characterizes 
the parole work of the institution as

The medical service at the school 
Is good, the report states, but only 
emergency dental work is done. The 
regular medical work Is done by a 
local physician upon call. 
Professor Kuhlman speaks well of 
the administration of the school re­ 
porting that the girls treat th** sup­ 
erintendent “with a degree of Inti­ 
macy that is rare in stitutions 
of

kind.’*

grounds were found to be in good 
condition and that considerable ef­ 
fort had been expended to improve 
upon their 
appearance.

however, was 
recommended.

Bill Engrossed To Hike 
Salary of Food and 
Drug Commissioner. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March IO. 
—Senator Irwin’s “chain store” taxa­ 
tion bill was killed, 12 to 14, in the 
senate 
last 
afternoon 
on 
en­ 
grossment. 
As draw’n, the bill pro­ 
vided that the state should collect a 
license tax of $500 on the first store 
owrned and operated by a person or 
corporation, and an additional $500 
for each store up to a maximum of 
ten. 
Under this proposed tax it would 
cost an annual 
license 
tax to the 
state of $27,000 to operate the maxi­ 
mum number allowed under the act. 
When the bill came up an amend­ 
ment by Senator Irwin reduced the 
tax to $200 per store and increased 
the maximum number to twenty-five. 
This was not sufficient to save the 
measure, how’ever, and the bill failed. 
Senator 
Proctor 
opposed 
it vigor­ 
ously, designatlong it as one of the 
“legislative 
curiosities 
of the ses­ 
sion.” 
It had the backing of the Missouri 
Retail Merchants’ 
Association 
and 
w’as given a number of special hear­ 
ings before the senate committee. 
A bill w’as#engrossed increasing the 
salary of the state food and drug 
commissioner from $3,500 to $4,000 
per annum. This was urged because 
of the added duties placer on the 
commissioner by the transfer of the 
state beverage and hotel inspection 
departments to the food and drug de­ 
partment. 
The senate also sent to engross­ 
ment a revision of the state game and 
fish law’s. This provides that 25 per 
cent of the receipts annually in the 
88le of hunting and fishing licenses 
shall go into the fund for the estab­ 
lishment of a state park and 25 per 
cent for support and maintenance of 
state fish hatcheries. 
The remainder is left for the sup­ 
port of the department and for pay 
of the deputies, the game and fish 
commissioner 
being 
authorized to 
appoint one or more deputies for en­ 
forcement of laws. 
Under the present law 5 per cent 
of the receipts from the licenses has 
gone to the pars fund and the re­ 
mainder has be^n used for general 
support and for the hatcheries. 
Deputy wardens under the present 
law are appointed one from each of 
the thirty-four state senatorial dis­ 
tricts and the number in commission 
now are about that. 
The bill makes 
no changes in the compensation of $4 
a day and expenses, while on official 
business, for the deputies. 
If the measure goes through both 
houses it will reduce the number of 
deputy game wardens that can be 
kept in the field materially, as the 
restrictions on the division of funds 
w:ll cut down the force.

BETTER FARM PRICES 
ARE PREDICTED 


CHICAGO, 111., March IO.—James 
A. Patten, one of te most conspicu­ 
ous figures in the grain trades of the 
United States, discussing yesterday 
the financial and industrial situation, 
had this to say about the position 
of the farmer: 
“I believe that the w’hole question 
of the movement back to general 
prosperity rests upon a return to a 
proper relation between the price of 
farm products and the price of such 
commodities as the farmer needs to 
{ buy. 
There can be no general pros­ 
perity, or even continued class pros­ 
perity, so long as the purchasing 
pow’er of the farmer remains low. 
because of disarrangement of this 
fundamental economic balance. 
“I regard corn as the keystone of 
the agricultural arch. 
The govern­ 
ment report yesterday shows 
that 
corn supplies are down to an aver­ 
age of the past ten years, and are 
226.000.000 less than a year ago, and 
478.000.000 less than two years ago. 
The question of value depends upon 
the relationship between 
supplies 
and needs, and from this standpoint 
the present situation is most 
en­ 
couraging. Last year we had a sup­ 
ply on March I of 1,313,000,000, and 
on November I there w’as 
carried 
over 179,000,000, 
showing a 
con­ 
sumption between March I and the 
new crop of 1,134,000.000 bushels. In 
1921 the consumption during 
the 
same period was 1,279,000,000. 
For 
the past two years, therefore, our 
average corn consumption, the great­ 
er part of which is represented 
by 
production of meat, was 1.206,000,000 
bushels, tit follow’s that our present 
corn reserve of 1.087,000,000 Is 
less 
by 119,000,000 bushels than our ac­ 
tual consumption during 
the 
past 
tw'o years. 
“And to this the fact that we have 
on hand several million more hogs, 
and a larger supply of cattle, and 
that it is officially reported the 
ex­ 
pected spring pig crop is much larg 
er than in recent years, it becomes 
apparent that there is a prospective 
urgent demand for cora fcr feeding. 
“I believe that the working of eco­ 
nomic law toward a proper price re­ 
lationship for farm products and for 
corn, especially, is under way.”

The idea of 
using 
money 
was 
brought to Greece by travelers from 
Asia Minor. 
Iron was one of the first metals 
used 
for 
coins. 
In 
Sparta, 
iron 
money 
was 
common 
for a 
long 
time. 
Other 
cities 
denied 
iron 
was too clumsy to handle and made 
their coins of copper, silver and gold. 
Silver coins contained enough sil­ 
ver so they would be worth from 
44 to 66 cents at the present 
time. 
Of course, people were then able to 
buy a great deal with a silver coin. 
because silver was very scarce. 
There were two kinds 
of 
gold 
money, white and yellow. The “white 
gold” was really a mixture of silver 
and gold. 
The gold coin chiefly used contain­ 
ed enough metal to be worth about 
$5.80 to us. 
To many of the Greeks. 
it seemed like having a small for­ 
tune to own a gold piece. 
Why do you suppose coins were 
marked? 
It was so pleople could 
depend on the value of the money. 
Each city made coins of its 
own. 
The stamp meant: 
“We guarantee that this coin is 
pure .and that 
the metal 
In 
it 
weighs a* much cs It should.” 
Metal was at first of many shapes, 
but the round shape came to be com­ 
mon. 
Metals were melted and pour­ 


ed in molds of a roundish 
shape, 
-Blanks” were taken out when only 
partly cooled. 
They were pounded 
against a certain design, 
and 
it 
made a mark on tho coin. 
At first a mark was intended for 
only one side ;but the other side 
showed impressions of the pounding. 
So pictures of some sort were made 
on both sides.

H. Nelson Jackson, Vermont, One of 
Legion Men Presenting Program 
to President Harding. 


H. Nelson Jackson of Huntington, 
Vt., is one of the prominent Ameri­ 
can legion representatives In its re­ 
lations with veterans* organizations 
of other countries. 
Mr. Jackson is vice 
president of the Interallied Veterans* 
association, composed of societies of 
ex-fighters in eight allied countries. 
Recently, Mr. Jackson, with other 
Legion representatives, submitted to 
President Harding a program leading 
toward world peace, recommended by 
the International veterans’ organiza­ 
tion at its last convention held in New 
Orleans. 
Bom in Burlington, Mr. Jackson was 
graduated from the public schools and 
the University of Vermont. Follow­ 
ing his graduation, he entered the prac­ 
tice of medicine in Burlington. In 1900, 
falling health caused his retirement 
from professional activities, and he en­ 
tered in a series of extensive travel in 
continental Europe. Continuing in his 
quest of health. Doctor Jackson took 
up motoring in 1003, when the automo­ 
bile was In its early stages of develop­ 
ment He was the first man to ac­ 
complish the difficult trip across the

continent 
by 
automobile, 
making the Journey in 63 days.

ward he went to Mexico. 
From the beginning of the World 
war, his interest was on the side 
of the allies.

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JELIUM GAS MAY 
NOW BE LIQUIFIED 


TORONTO, Ont., March 16.—Pro­ 
fessor John C. McClellan, of the Uni­ 
versity of Toronto, has discovered a 
process for liquifying 
helium 
gas. 
The new discovery, it is said, will 
open up big possibilities for the gas 
in the industrial field. 
Helium is a non-combustible 
gas 
which Is nearly as light as hydrogen 
gas and can be used as a substitute 
for it. 
Its principal use up to the 
present time has been as a filling 
for dirigible baloons and other light­ 
er than air craft, because of its non­ 
inflammability. 
Many air disasters 
due to the ignition of gas bags could 
have been avoided, 
it is said, if 
helium gas had been used. 
In its new liquified state helium 
will be particularly valuable in 
re­ 
frigeration, 
since 
Its 
temperature 
reaches within one degree of abso­ 
lute zero. This property of extreme 
temperature 
will 
also 
make 
the 
liquified gas especially 
useful 
in 
scientific 
research, 
according 
to 
Professor McClellan.

The value of helium as a commer­ 
cial product is enhanced by its com- j 
parative scarcity. The United States I 
and Canada are the only countries I 
in which It Is found. During the war ! 
the United States took steps to ex-; 
tract and conserve its helium gas, 
and since the war it has prohibited 
its export from the country. 
Cana­ 
da’s source of helium is located at 
Bow’ 
Island, 
near 
Calgary, 
Alta. 
This field is said to be the largest in 
existence.

Glass, even if it be only a frag­ 
ment of a small seed box, or an old 
tumbler to set over a cutting in a 
flower pot, is 
one of the 
essential 
materials of a plant grower in cli­ 
mates where there is frost. 
French gardeners raise acres of 
plants under “cloches,” or bell-shap 
ed glasses of various sizes, which set 
over the individual plants to speed 
up growth . Wonderful 
lettuce 
is 
grown this way. 
Glass keeps the heat in and the 
cold out, while letting in sunlight. I 
This is the chief principle of the 
hotbed, which is an essential institu­ 
tion in a garden of any extent. The i 
heat usually furnished by ferment- j 
ing horse manure is conserved and 
fostered by the blanket of non-con­ 
ducting glass, w’hich does not allow’ 
it to escape rapidly by radiation as 
would metal, or even wood. 
When a hotbed cannot be main­ 
tained conveniently because 
of the 
difficulty of securing 
a supply 
of I 
fresh horse manure 
as its founda- j 
tion. a difficulty that 
is becoming j 
more real each year, a cold frame or 
heatless hotbed can ha used as a 
substitute, 
although 
it cannot be 
utilized for a month or six weeks af­ 
ter the hotbed usually Is at work. 
Hatbeds may be artificially heated 
by steam or hot water 
pipes, 
but 
only a few’ gardeners will be able to 
afford such a luxury or w’ill have a 
location to permit it being used con­ 
veniently. 
The construction of a hotbed is 
not at all complicated. 
In fact, any 
frame built to accommodate a glass 
cover may be used, provided it is of j 
sufficient extent to encourage fer- j 
mentation of manure. 
While it is 
best to use the standard sized hot­ 
bed sash sold by all dealers, w’hich 
are 6 feet by 3 feet each, old window 
sash may be utilized for the 
pur­ 
pose .

sash are sometimes sold,

can be manufactured by any carpen­ 
ter or by the gardener himself if he 
is at all handy in the use of hammer, 
saw and nails. 
The usual unit is 6 
feet 2 to 3 inches by 6 feet, accom­ 
modating two standard sashes. 
The 
extra inches are necessary to permit 
of the placing of a cross strip 
be­ 
tween the sashes upon which their 
inner edges may rest firmly. 
This 
crosspiece usually is grooved so that 
any moisture that may seep between 
me edges of the sash and the cross­ 
piece would drain dow’n the grove 
and not drip into the bed beneath. 
If the bed is to be permanently lo­ 
cated it is best to make the frame of 
heavy lumber, 2-inch stuff that may 
be 1 Ited together with anglo irons 
In 
• comers. If it is to be tempor­ 
a l ) ter lumber is available, and 
it is ligfhter to move 
and 
handle 
without knocking down the 
frame. 
The back of the sash should be 18 
inches high .and the front 6 inches 
to IO inches. 
Some types are 12 to 
15 inches high at the back and 8 to 
IO inches in the front. 
These, how- 
ever. are only useful for seedlings 
~nd low* growing plants. The taller 
type w*ill keep the plants until they 
have attained 
considerable 
height 
and is also available for a cold frame 
in which plants from 6 to IO inches 
mav be wintered. 
A frame should always 
face the 
south, w ith no houses, trees, or other 
objects to cast a shadow over it or 
cut off the sun. 
If sloping land can 
be secured for the frame it is an 
added advantage if the land slopes 
to the south, as It will give more di­ 
rect rays of the sun upon the glass. 
If you keep chickens or rabbits, 
plant a row’ of chicken lettuce.

grows four or five feet tall, 
and 
makes leaves as fast as you pull 
them.

Nicholas, who died March 21, 1921,1 
at Antibes, w here the family took tip 
its residence soon after the king’s 
abdication in 1918. 
Milena, the daughter of an army 
captain, was known to her country­ 
men as the peasant queen for she 
spent her childhood in the lowly oc­ 
cupations of a girl of humble origin. 
At the age of 13 she was married to 
Prince 
Nicholas, 
to whose family 
Milena’s father was distantly related. 
Upon the death of King Nicholas, 
and the abdication of his eldest son.

Mirko, was proclaimed king. He was 
a minor and therefore Queen Milena 
undertook to share the regenv with 
Premier Plamanatz.

COAL EXPORTS INCREASE 


Bituaisoas shipments in December 
1922 double those of corresponding 
month in 1921. United States has 
over half the world's supply. 


Announcement that 30,000 tons 
of British shipping has been chart­ 
ered for the transfer of coal from 
the United States to the ports of 
continental Europe suggests, ac­ 
cording to the Trade Record of 
The National City Bank, that our 
sales of coal to that greatest coal 
importing market of the world 
may return to the comparatively 
high record attained in 
recent 
years. 
Quite naturally our coal 
exports to all parts of the world 
fell off during the past year. The 
1922 exports of coal were only 
13T4 
million 
tons 
against 
24J4 
million in 1921, but the fact that 
the outward movement in the clos­ 
ing months of 1922 w*as far in ex­ 
cess of the same months of 1921 
suggests that the movement to 
foreign markets has already been 
resumed and will be further stim­ 
ulated bv the orders coming from 
Great Britain, the world’s greatest 
coal mining country outside of the 
United States. 
Europe, which has in the past 
received its chief coal supplies 


from mines of Great Britain and 
Germany developed a marked in­ 
terest in American coal in the 
years immediately following the 
war. Our exports of coal to that 
continent advanced from less than 
a half million tons in 1913 to about 
4.000.000 in 1919, the year following 
the close of the war, and 12.000,000 
in 1920. but dropped to less than 
one-half million tons in 1922. in 
which year our exports of coal to 
the whole world fell off about one- 
half as compared with 1921. The 
fact that the exports of biturai- 
nous coal in the closing quarter of 
1922 showed an increase of 50^o 
in quantity when compared with 
the same quarter of 1921 and those 
of December, 
1922, alone were 
actually double those of Decem­ 
ber, 1921, suggests an early return 
to normality in the outward move­ 
ment of this article, of which we 
are the world’s chief source of sup­ 
ply. Coal exports from the United 
States in the decade ending with 
1922 are 231 minion tons against 
115 
million 
in 
the 
preceding 
decade. The value in the 1913-22 
period w’as $1,170.000.000 against 
$356,000,000 in the earlier decade. 
This statement that the United 
States is the “world’s chief source 
of coal supply” is fully justified by

in the last five years, that China! 
which holds third rank in supply 
is now buying limited quantities* 
from us, and that Great Britain, 
formerly the world's chief

porter, is now sending ships for 
American coal, suggests that our 
mining and distribution facilities 
promise an even greater percent­ 
age of increase in our future coal 
exports than that of the past.
